Finally on a Sunday afternoon 
the Germans blew up the bridge 
leading to the town and left. A 
patrol of eleven Nasto came by 
and searched the house but Lieut. 
Thornton was hiding in the hay­ 
stack. 
"Then 
came the Americans! 
Was I glad to see them! I met 
them at the bridge and gave them 
what Information I had and they 
moved on through without any 
trouble. I rejoined my outfit and 
a couple of days later I was on 
my way back to the States." 
And that's the story he didn’t 
think could happen, the adven­ 
ture that will probably bring more 
awards to the Air Medal with 
three Clusters he already has.
